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This paper(draft) examines the role of Frontier Corps of Militia as a regional peacekeeper by 
highlighting its impact in providing education to children through its own schools in North 
Waziristan. 
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Frontier Militia of Pakistan and its role in regional peacekeeping; 


‘ Education in time of terror 2001-2021’ 


Abstract. Pakistan and Afghanistan’s relations since 1947 has been affecting the regional 
peace thus jeopardising trade and human interaction across the borders and frontier. From 
2000 onwards the political and military situation in Afghanistan and adjoining tribal areas in 
Pakistan have heightened the instability in the region which is still looming. This paper 
explores the role of Frontier Militia of Pakistan in promoting the peace efforts on the North 
Western frontiers of Pakistan particularly in the most troubled tribal areas namely North 


Waziristan. 
Introduction. 


Historically the present day Pakistan, Afghanistan and to a great extent Central Asia, 
China, India and Iran enjoys a cultural and trade connectivity spread over millenniums. The 
earliest migration of Aryans initiated from Central Asia and they settled in Indus Valley and 
maintained their linkage with highlands (Houter& Wooley, 1962,pp.45 1-458)(Nehru, 1934). In 
last millennium the Indian sub-continent was ruled and ruined by invaders and tribes 
emerging from Afghanistan, Iran, and Central Asia. This has created a cultural hate and 
apprehension about these raiders most notably Afghans. These Afghans were ruling uptill 
Calcutta in east. From 1800 onwards Punjab under Rnjeet Singh through battles snatched 


notably including Lahore, Multan, Peshawar and Kashmir from Afghans 


British entered into subcontinent as a trade company and by 1850 had become the 
sovereign power after defeating Sikhs (Talboys,1899).The rivalry among the European 
nations affected and impacted the relations between British India and its neighbouring 
countries most notably the Afghanistan . British foreign policy dictated and influenced the 


making of borders and frontiers on India, Afghanistan, Iran and also among Iran-Afghanistan 
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and Afghanistan-Russia. The Durand Line' was one such agreement and is the bone of 
contention among Pakistan and Afghanistan; even today. One of the core objection on this 
particular agreement from moral and ethical aspect is the fact that it divided the Pathan tribes 
notably Wazir, Mohmand, Afridis among the two nations without taking into account their 
assent. British in 1903 under Lord Curzon raised Frontier Militias alongwith political 
agencies along the Durand Line with an aim to manage the tribal affairs in an economical 


manner with participation of tribes in the managing of affairs along the frontier. 


At present, the situation along Pakistan-Afghanistan border especially in North 
Waziristan and Kurram is precarious and marred with violence among the militants and law 
enforcing agencies of Pakistan. Afghanistan is also being accused by the Pakistan of 
supporting and providing moral and other support to these militants( Afghanistan also has 
similar views about Pakistan ). This mistrust is hampering the overall peace environment in 
the region, slowing down the trade, creating difficulties for human interaction thus 


jeopardising the future of new generation. 


Aim. The aim of this paper is to review the role of Frontier Militia in promoting the 
peace along the Pakistan —Afghanistan border by highlighting and focussing on the education 


in North Waziristan as a case study. 


Layout of the paper. This paper intends to review the aim, in following manner.

Literature Review 


One of the earliest written accounts regarding the present day Pakistan emerges from 
the work of Herodotus (Herodotus 430 BC/2013 AD). Herodotus account of Indus Valley 
describes it as a civilised tribal society. Alexander the Great campaigns in Persia, 
' Durand Line is the border agreement between British India and Afghanistan signed in 1893 and after British 


withdrawal from Sub Continent it became the international border between Pakistan and Afghanistan , with 
Afghanistan having reservation about its legality. 
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Afghanistan and Pakistan in 327 BC provides the first great account of the region. ( Arrian, 
200/1893 AD) wrote a detailed account of the local customs and history. The perception that 
emerges from Greek historians regarding the present day Pakistan is that of a militant society, 
where women were given due respect and held important role in society as is obvious from 
the account of Battle of Massaga” in Swat. After Alexander The Great, the next literature 
that has survived till today are the edicts of Ashoka , the emperor who became an ardent 
follower of non-violence. His edicts are still for public display not far from present day 
Pakistan-Afghanistan border’. The period between 100-1000 AD has been aptly described as 
Age of Darkness by the former prime minister of India Mr Jawaharlal Nehru (Nehru 
1934/1942). Nehru used the term darkness in terms of lack of any historical literature in this 


period regarding Indus Civilisation. 
Islam and Afghan Factor 


One of the most important event of first millennium was the advent of Islam and its 
rapid spread. By 750 AD, Islam had not only conquered Persia but it defeated Chinese 
military “(Malik 1981) thus establishing itself as the main power of not only religion but also 
as a way of life ( Tabarri 915/1989. Holdt, Lambton & Lewis, 1970). In this background the 
continuation of history took a paradigm shift where religion became the most important 
factor and apparently all wars were waged upon religious sentiments. Islam also got divided 
into factions of Shia and Sunni with a bitter interpretation of history. The difference among 
these two factions at times becomes very violent and historical events in the region revolve 


around this sectarian difference. 


Between 1000-1530 AD the Indus Valley was ruled by the Afghan descendants (Keay 
2000) . The Mongol invasion of India in 1200 brought into limelight the frontier region of 
present day Pakistan-Afghanistan and also the factor of fear and terror among the local 
population. Mughal rulers from Babar, Humayun , Akbar, Jahangir, Shah Jahan and 
Aurangzeb all wrote biographies or autobiographies . This literature sheds light on the region 
and its intricate politics. The customs and traditions of highlands as opposed to the plains. 
The steps taken by various Mughal rulers to bring into fold the frontier region into 


mainstream administration. Mughals never succeeded in totality to subdue the frontier region.

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However it is obvious that trade was being carried out between the Lahore-Peshawar-Kabul 


and onwards (Wagar, 2020. Rizvi 2020) 
The British Literature and Great Game 


From 1700 onwards British came into India as traders and within a century became 
the kingmakers and finally made India a colony in 1857. Our majority of literature is based 
upon British chronicles, they wrote extensively, translated the earlier works into English, 
established colleges and promoted education. British interests in India coincidentally 
coincided with the other European powers namely France and Russia and this sparks off 
Great Game a term first use in 1840. The Anglo Afghan Wars provided us the rich literature 
regarding the Western Frontiers, tribes and about Afghanistan.(Robertson 1881/1979). 


The official reports regarding the settling of frontier and coaxing the tribes are aptly 
highlighted. Bruce (Bruce 1900/1977) was a political agent in Baluchistan and he states the 
aim and objectives of opening up the frontier with Afghanistan. The British wanted to have 
the frontier tribes on their side as against Kabul, through money, allowances and concessions 
they were able to establish their foothold in Waziristan. Colonel Warburton (Warburton 
1900/2007) remained a political agent and also the commandant of very first Militia known 
initially as Khyber Jezailchi and later as Khyber Rifles for over eighteen years. His account 
and observations on the tribes of Khyber Pass which are mainly Afridi alongwith Shinwari 
and Mullaguri highlights the intense racial division among the Pathan tribes basing upon 


ancestry. 


The religious fervour among the tribes and as such leading to violence among tribes is 
a major characteristic of Pashtun tribes and is reflected in the reports of the British officials 
(Imperial Gazetteer 1910/2007). The Durand Line? Agreement between the British India and 
Afghanistan in 1893 is also focus of many books and parliamentary debates in UK (Qassem 
& Durand 2008). The demarcation of frontier was based upon geography with watershed 
acting as the logic. This division of frontier is the major cause of dissent and violence that 
exist till today as well. Tribes were separated between two states and an administrative 


understanding was reached for their local customs. 


° The Durand Line Agreement between Abdur Rehman and Mortimer Durand was signed on November 12, 
1893, which formulated the formal borders between British India and Afghanistan. The Durand Line extends 
approximately 1400 miles from the Sarikol range in the north to the Afghanistan border in the southwest. The 
treaty was rectified in 1905,1919,1920 and 1921 with certain amendments, there were minor adjustment . 
Presently this forms the international border between Pakistan and Afghanistan. 
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In the beginning of Twentieth Century , as British hold over India became firm and 
also the printing became more popular , thus a stream of books were written on the subject. 
Most notable being Lord Curzon the Viceroy of India® (Curzon 1924), Curzon in his speeches 
as viceroy highlighted the paradox that not much has been written about the very concept of 
Frontier. Curzon further highlighted Indian Frontier by stating that it comprises of various 
tribes and its importance to the overall defence of the British Empire. It was Curzon who 
introduced administrative changes in the existing setup of Punjab by separating NWFP from 
it. Lord Curzon also introduced Militia on the NWFP, with an aim that Militia or local tribes 
will defend their home territory in a more effective and economical manner as compared to 
the deployment of regular British Indian Army. The security pillar of this new frontier policy 
was the Frontier Corps of Militia’ which was raised as a new force, instead of keeping the 
area under regular Indian Army. (Farrell, 1974. Nawaz, 1994). Apart from Frontier Corps of 
Militia,, Frontier Constabulary® and Khassadars” (Chenevix 2002, Leeson 2003) were also 
raised between 1915-1920. All these military organisations had varying charter of duty , thus 
Khassadars were recruited purely from one tribe and responsible for security in their own 
tribal territory, they were not paid directly but total pay was paid to the tribe. Frontier 
Constabulary was responsible for security at the administrative border of settled districts with 
tribal areas. Frontier Corps was responsible for the security in the tribal areas and as such 
managed the frontier posts with Afghanistan. Thus the concept of frontier became synonym 


with tribes and militia. 
Tribes, Frontier, Militia 


Tribes are the basic brick of our human civilisation and they are mentioned as such in 
heavenly books as well. The narration of lost tribes of Israel ( Old Testament, Bible, Holy 
Koran) is very much present in the Frontier region , the Pathan tribes consider themselves as 


one of the lost tribe of Bani Israel ( Caroe 1959/1983). Ibn Khaldun ( Khaldun

1337/2005AD) in his famous Muqqadmah wrote about the tribal loyalty or assabiyah. He 
stressed basing upon his study that tribes do have more loyalty or assabiyah among 
themselves rather than with the state . This thesis is off a great importance as all tribal affairs 


are judged upon this notion. 


Frontier is a geographical and political entity, Fredrick Turner (Turner 1890) in his 
thesis on American Frontier highlighted the very components of a frontier, to him a frontier 
represents a geographical and social hardships . Turner states that American frontier 
expanded westward due to commercial reasons. On the other hand the British Indian frontier 


expanded mainly due to security factors. 


Militia as a term indicate ‘people’s army’ the notion of natives defending their 
territory or town against an invader is as long as the history of warfare itself. The term 
Militia’® first came into English language on | March 1641, when the member addressing the 
House of Commons said ‘ I do heartily wish, that this great word, this new word , the Militia, 
this harsh word, might never have come within these wall (HMS 1898). The dictionary 
meaning of the word Militia, are non-military persons, citizens who carry arms for the 
defence of their locality. This much maligned word over a period of centuries now 
etymological is from Latin language. Nicolai Machiavelli (1410 AD) highlighted the concept 
of Militia which is based upon the ancient system of protecting own home land or city, in 


modern term. 


The concept of Militia, i.e., citizens defending their towns, is not new. Its origin dates 
back to antiquity (Machiavelli, 1560/2006). In current times it was employed in America as 
the only entity to defend a town and a State in USA (Militia Act 1792 USA). Lord Curzon’s 
concept of creating FC was based on the idea that within a particular tribe, a militia force 
comprising its own inhabitants will be raised to keep peace and defend the north-western 
frontier. (Curzon, 1924, Imperial Gazetteer 1910). Thus these tribal militias became the 
tentacles of the empire. Forts and outposts were constructed at the farthest edge of the British 
Empire , at Datta Khel, Boya, Landi Kotal, MiranShah, Teri Mangal to name few. Schools 
and hospitals were also built (Beattie, 2019) and tribes were introduced to modern or western 
civilisation. Tribesmen were recruited and put through European dress and drill, sports and 


funfairs were arranged and played on regular basis. The composition of these militias were

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around 1000 local tribesmen commanded by few British officers along with few Indian non- 


commissioned officers. 


Philosophical Framework 


Ontologically, truth is not an objective reality rather it is a subjective perception. 
The idea of civilisation and clashes and interactions among them was very rightly highlighted 
by Samuel Huntington . Thus philosophically frontier tribes are regarded as a distinct 
ancient civilisation which is in constant friction with modernism. Militia a product of 


modernism is regarded as a bridge between these two civilisations 


Theoretical Framework 


Inductive theory or reasoning will be followed rather than deductive. Interpretivism 
stress on treating human sociology in a holistic manner taking in account the cultural context 
rather than in terms of natural science or positivism (Horkheimmer, 1939). The relation 
between the variable of Militia and Tribes and their impact on the peace in frontier region, 
on trade and cross border movement, in dealing with seasonal migration cannot be measured 


purely through figures and as such requires a Social Construction. 


Methodology 


Methodology is the overall framework of doing research, it is different from Methods; 
although methods form an integral part of methodology. Classic social theory is being applied 
for ontology and epistemology. This paper stresses that research methodology in border area 
is different from the mainstream methodology being applied in different universities of 
Pakistan and also in world. This particular methodology is flexible, fluid and requires field 
work. It is customary in sociology to talk about classical theory'' and contemporary 
theory(Dillon,2014.p-11). Karl Marx ( 1818-1883) is regarded as one of the most influential 
thinker of 19 century whose ideas and thoughts are still very much in vogue. He interpreted 
the human society and history in terms of a struggle between the classes for the material 
gains. Marx’s ( Marx & Engels 1848) relied on history as methodology to understand the 
progress of civilisation. To him, there was a structure in society dating back to earliest days 


of civilisation in which there were classes of people and they existed in 1848 as well with

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little variation. The lords, knights, serfs, slaves all were in constant state of conflict due to 
materialistic gains and losses. There are two methodologies of conducting research, one 
known as deductive reasoning, in which a theory is selected and a hypothesis is formed and 
then tested. On the opposite spectrum is inductive reasoning, where the data is collected and 
then a general statement is formed. This research is going to use inductive reasoning 


alongwith deductive. However this research is not about testing a particular theory. 


Methodology Adopted 


Keeping in view the complexity of the question, as it deals with the Pakthun tribal 
society living in border areas or former political agencies which is subject to the international 
relations and laws which restricts their free movement. For the control of anarchy and to 
implement the writ of the Pakistan’s government the Frontier Corps is stationed and deployed 
for over a century . The relationship between these variables of tribe, frontier and militia and 
their overall impact on the peace within them and beyond cannot be reduced to mere statistics 
, Or positivism . Thus ontologically a realistic or interpretive and epistemologically a 


constructivist approach is adopted. In terms of paradigm it is a Qualitative in nature . 


Case Study is the preferred method (Khairul, 2008), as the tribal areas or districts are 
much in area and population thus in order to solve the research problem , it seems more 
pertinent to focus on the part rather than on the whole. North Waziristan has been selected as 
Case Study for the reason that among all former political agencies and present tribal districts 


adjoining Afghanistan, it has been most violent in nature. 


Role of Militiaas a peace keeper is being interpreted by analysing its role in North 


Waziristan in the field of education. 


Education in War, Public School in North Waziristan 


Pakistan entered into war against terror in 2001 and North Waziristan Agency 
became a focal point from 2005 onwards. Waziristan is the hub of major terrorist activities, 
inhabited by warrior tribes who traditionally regards education as non-manly and something 


fit for an idolater. 


North Waziristan has one of the highest number of religious seminaries in Pakistan 


(over 1800) thus every new generation is brought up with same zeal and ideas in which their 
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predecessors were raised ; mainly a hate for the western culture. North Waziristan covers an 
area of 2318 square miles . Tochi Valley from Datta Khel to Khajuri is fertile and intensively 
cultivated with the water of the Tochi River. On its North West is Afghanistan, in the North 
East is Kurram Agency, in the South is South Waziristan, in the East is Bannu and Kohat 


Divisions. 


Much of the North Waziristan is incredibly bare, The area is in reality largely 
unpopulated, the tribesmen congregating in villages and hamlets situated in the less arid 


portions of the valleys or the areas which lie within their reach of grazing grounds. 


Main towns in North Waziristan are Datta Khel Miranshah ,Boya, Mir Ali, 
Razmak,Shiwa, Dosali and Ghulam Khan. All these are located on the river banks or water 
source. Small villages are scattered all over the agency. The inhabitants lives in villages of all 
sizes. The general grouping and frequency of villages vary from valley to valley but these are 
invariably defended by mud bricks wall and towers. A peculiarity of many Wazir villages is 
their close proximity to large caves, to which the tribesmen have access as dwelling places in 
winter for the sake of protection from harsh weather. These caves are also admirable as an air 
raid shelters. The way of life is as primitive as it was almost thousand years in every aspect 
not only in terms of construction of houses but also in the form of social values which are 
termed as Riwaj. Each village is the home of a certain clan which for all practical purposes 
acts and behaves as a sovereign state; formulating and ratifying treaties and declaring war 
providing amnesty and shelter to outlaws from other clans depending upon either a collective 
decision or at times acting at their own will. Surrounding grazing grounds are joint property 


and so are fruit trees and orchards. 


There is no central hereditary power junta rather it varies with time to time. Polygamy 
is acommon practice which becomes a necessity because of frequent feuds and war. There is 
no concept of population control rather more the children stronger is the clan and tribe. 
Women are treated with respect and are seldom seen outside their walled compounds. 
Kidnapping or rape of females is a rarity. The practising religion is the Sunni sect of Islam. 
Elders are respected, Jirga is the parliament of the clan where collective decisions are taken 


and are bound to be observed. 


Tochi Scouts with its headquarters at MiranShah was raised as North Waziristan 


Militia by Captain Davie Fergusson in 1900. 
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Education of Children and role of Militia 


Frontier Corps of Militia’s role as peace keepers of frontier and in the region is more 
important when analysed in terms of providing education to the children in these far flung 
and hostile areas., There were educational institutions in the MiranShah yet there was a need 
to impart a kind of education which should be modern, nationalistic and religious in nature 
something which was possible only with the administrative back up of Tochi Scouts only. In 
2001 Tochi scouts started a small school in one of its vacant land, it was the brainchild of 


Commandant Colonel Wajahat Chaudhary 


Initially 100 children were admitted in classes from I-V which by end October 2002 


increased to 142 and classes were also upgraded till VIII’. 


Tochi Scouts advanced a loan of Rupees 400,000 and local elders donated Rupees 
45,000. Initially there were only nine teachers out of which four were females and four male 
instructors were provided by the Tochi Scouts who were all from education branch, one 
teacher from civil was also employed. For administrative purpose, one Junior Commissioned 
Officer and one Non Commissioned Officer were deputed. One librarian, a sweeper and a 
mali (gardener) were also part of the establishment. Facilities of conveyance and canteen 


were also catered. 


In the ab-initio period the emphasis was on education and to improve the general 
layout of the area. Credit goes to the Tochi Scouts all ranks for making this venture a success 


story, by end 2012 there were over 516 students studying from Class I-I0. 


In 2001, none could foresee the chain of events that were about to unfold in the North 
Waziristan Agency; without any exaggeration it is safe to write that the most effective 
weapon, most constructive dialogue, most obvious evidence against the fundamentalism, 
most active defence against the attacks on the very ideology of Pakistan and the regional 
peace is this very school. In this school the students comes from all shades of life, there are 
seven girls also who are studying along with boys, the very first in North Waziristan Agency. 
In circumstances (at the peak of terror in 2005-2015) when none could walk out of fort and 
none could come in; it was this very school which represented the semblance of normalcy 


among all warring parties.

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In the early days the parents were allowed to drop and pick their most precious item 
from the gates of the school but with the changing security environments the vehicular 
movement was stopped thus these students were dropped at the colony gate from where they 
now have to walk almost a kilometre to reach their alma matter in winter and summer; 
surprisingly the ratio of late comers is no worse than any other school anywhere in the world. 
It is heart-warming, touching, moving to see these young toddlers carrying their bags of 
books and walking this distance amidst gunfire and rocket shrilling noise. Their daily 
assembly at times coincides with the rocket attacks on the fort and surrounding areas by the 
miscreants, words are not enough to praise the courage of these students and salute to their 
parents who sufferred all this pain and agony for the better future of their children. Many a 
times it has happened that neither the students can leave the premises and nor their parents 
can come in because a battle is raging; Tochi Scouts then takes the responsibility of providing 
food, shelter and ensuring the safety of children. One student’s father is earning his living by 
making ropes out of Date’s palm which is barely enough to maintain his dignity; he is 
residing near Ghulam Khan and daily travels almost seven kilometres on foot to drop and 
pick his son , he cannot afford to pay the fare of a transport’, Tochi Scouts on learning his 
dedication waived all fees. There is a girl student who has six elder sisters yet his parents are 
dedicated, motivated and educated enough to ensure that all their daughters get good 
education. These students in fact provides a beacon of knowledge into the very heart of the 
social and cultural fibre of the society; which has been misrepresented, misreported and 
misinterpreted by those who have seldom set a foot in the agency. By end 2010 the strength 
of students increased to 320 with classes upgraded till matric, there are eight civilian teachers 


including two females for Montessori and 12 Frontier Corps teachers. 


Initially the uniform was shorts, shirt and a tie which was welcomed by the locals 
later in 2007 the Taliban threatened them with dire consequences and uniform was changed 


into shalwar kameez for the safety of students. 


A Computer & Internet Café was also opened alongwith the inauguration of school; it 
was supposed to be operated independently and it did so for a short time but later it was 
amalgamated into the main school. In 2007, HeadQuarters Frontier Corps sanctioned amount 
worth Rupees 5 Million for the construction of Boys Hostel in the school, 1.5 Million Rupees 


was released in the first phase which was completed by end 2008 with 35 students

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accommodated in hostel. After the completion of the project in 2015, it now accommodates 
75 students. The living environments are excellent, tiled television room, library, nourishing 
food provided free of cost by the Tochi Scouts, a disciplined routine which starts with Fajr 
prayers, breakfast, school, lunch, rest, games, evening tea/milk, prep, recreation and early to 
bed. Students from other agencies are also accommodated in the hostel, Orakzai Agency (3), 
MirAli (28), MiranShah (5), Datta Khel (27), Ghulam Khan (1) are studying and living in 
hostel. 


Sports plays a key role in the development of a child’s character, like other boys these 
boys also love cricket; few of them have all the making and temperament of being a next 
Shahid Afridi or Waseem Akram. At evening games period there are no less than half a dosen 
boys teams playing cricket. Tochi Scouts provided them with sports gear. Majority of the 
students when enrolled are not conversant in Urdu but by the end of their first year in school 
they are able to convey their meaning in Urdu and English. There are regular activities of 
extra-curricular, debates, drama, sports gala, art competition, and poetry and so on. It is tragic 
that majority of students enrolled in school and especially living in hostel have lost their 
father in the on-going conflict thus they are handled with love and care. The effects and 
impacts of insurgency is visible through their eyes and actions, their written work represents 
it. They all hate violence, they love peace, they love moderation, enlightenment, freedom, 
democracy and above all, each one has a dream and desire to enlist in Pakistan Army and 


Tochi Scouts. 


Conclusion 


This paper has highlighted the importance of education along the Pakistan- 
Afghanistan border areas /districts by focussing on the role of Frontier Corps of Militia as a 
regional peace keepers. Militia or the Tochi Scouts, by virtue of its historical legacy spanning 
over a century has more interaction and cordial relations with the local tribes than any other 
security apparatus namely army. The pattern of education within the border districts is based 
upon madrassah or religious seminary whereas the public schools being run by the Frontier 
Militia are more oriented towards the modernity. So far over 2550 children have passed or 
completed their education in the public school at Miranshah. Twenty students of this 
particular school have been inducted in Pakistan army as officers. There have been 77 girls 


who have completed their matriculation from this public school. 
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The overall impact of the education and specifically by the schools being operated by 
Militia along or in near vicinity of the Pakistan- Afghanistan border lies in shaping the mind 
set of the new generation. In promoting peace , in highlighting and engraving the minds of 
the students and their parents , that progress in science is not contradictory to religion or for 
that matter with local traditions. Sports has been used as a_ tool of progress, competition, 
sportsman spirit and to inculcate the notion of accepting defeat without resorting to violence 


of loss of face. 
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
